The  figures  are  most  encouraging 

showing  a  rise  in  birth  rate,  lov/ering  of  the  death  rate,  an  infantil.e 
mortality  rate  and  perinatal  mortality  rate  both  less  than  the  rates  for 
England  and  Wales,  and  a  considerable  iraprovement  in  the  still  bir'ah  rate. 

Slum  clearance  proceeded  steadily 

during  the  year  and  it  is  pleasant  to  note  that  tv/ice  as  many  families  . 

living  in  condeained  houses  were  rehoused  in  19^4  compared  with  1963»  The 
housing  list  continues  about  the  same  level  but  the  policy  of  the  Council 
in  encouraging  applications  for  improvement  grants  has  undoubtedly  helped 
the  general  housing  situation.  In  addition  many  potential  applicants  for 
Council  housing  have  been  able  to  resolve  their  housing  needs  tlirough  the 
Council  mortgage  scheme.

SERVICES 

The  services  provided  by  the  Cornwall  County  Council  often  referred 
to  as  the  personal  services,  in  contradistinction  to  the  services  provided  by  the 
St. Austell  District  Council  and  referred  to  as  the  environmental  services,  widened 
in  scope  during  the  year.  All  those  sections  already  operating  e. g,  home  nursing, 
domiciliary  midwifery,  health  visiting,  vaccination  and  immunisation,  maternity  and 
child  welfare,  ante  and  post  natal  care  and  home  help  continued  to  act  steadily  and 
effectively  and  in  many  instances  to  expand.  In  addition  nev/  activities  developed, 
family  case  work  which  had  been  progressing  slowly  beg;an  to  grov/  in  size  and  importance 
and  closer  Coordination  between  the  health  and  v/elfare  departaient  and  the  Childrens 
Department  ensued.  Health  Education  vdiich  is  carried  out  very  largely  by  the  Health 
Visitors  increased  in  activity  especially  in  the  schools  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
encouraging  manifestations  of  interest  both  by  pupils  and  teachers  will  ensure 
progress  in  this  field.  This  should  be  a  fruitful  field. 

The  need  for  establishing  an  infant  welfare  clinic  to  meet  the  needs 
of  mothers  in  the  Carlyon  Bay  and  Charlesto^m  areas  became  apparent  during  the  year. 

The  Parish  Church  liadl,  Cliarlestonn  was  ideally  situated  for  the  mothers  and  a  clinic 
v/as  started  in  the  summer  of  1964*  This  clinic  v;as  a  success  and  has  continued  to 
groT/,  The  infant  welfare  clinics  provide  not  only  a  medium  for  giving  advice  to 
mothers,  but  also  for  health  education  and  supplying  vaccination  and  immunisation. 


Tho  new  St.Austell  Matornity  Hospital,  began  to  receive  patients  at 
the  end  of  September,  19649  This  hospital,  is  already  popular  and  it  became  imiiiediately 
apparent  that  there  v/ould  be  less  domiciliary  midwifery  in  future.  This  hov/ever,  has 
not  stopped  the  continuation  of  the  mothercraft  sessions  carried  out  at  the  lA^orland 
Road  Clinic. 


iv^any  voluntary  agencies  individually  and  jointly  provide  wonderful 
services  for  the  aged.  Chiropody,  meals  on  wheels  and  home  visiting  are  exanples  of 
the  practical  approach  to  the  alleviation  of  the  problems  and  difficulties  of  the 
aged. 


The  Paiiily  Planning  Association  also  has  the  use  of  the  xifoorland  Road 
premises  for  sessions.  The  vrork  of  this  body  continues  to  gro?/  and  extra  tine  has 
been  allocatedo 


The  Clinic  premises  in  i/foorland  Road  are  used  almost  every  evening 
for  activities  Y;hich  are  associated  T/ith  the  Health  services  eag,  meetings  of  the 
Ivfothers'  Club,  Diabetic  Association,  The  East  Corn?>rall  Mentally  Handicapped  Childrens 
Association,  Red  Cross  etc.  It  is  felt  that  encouragement  should  be  given  to  all  the 
groups  which  seek  to  broaden  the  horizons  of  living  of  the  people  of  the  Urban 
Districto

24  Licences  in  respect  of  "1  holiday  caravan  and  40 
residential  caravans  were  granted  by  the  Council  during  the  year.  These  were 
in  addition  to  the  45  licences  granted  in  respect  of  1 84  residential  and1 ,024 
holiday  caravans  during  previous  years  and  which  v/ere  valid  through  1964. 

8,  FREVENTIOrT  OF  DibvIt\G-E  BY  ESSTS  ACT 

The  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  continued  throughout  the 
year,  Warfarin  was  used  as  the  chief  rodenticide  but  zinc  phospliide  was  employed 
on  refuse  tips,  sewage  works  and  sewers, 

328  Properties  v/ere  inspected  or  surveyed  and  239  were  found 
to  be  infested  with  rats  or  mice.  All  of  these  infestations  were  cleared  up  by 
the  normal  treatment  methods. 

The  public  sewers  of  the  district  were  test  baited  during 
April  and  September  and  only  4  complete  or  partial  takes  were  recorded  which 
indicated  that  the  rat  population  of  the  sewers  v/as  of  very  limited  numbers.

Of  the  85  sajiiples  obtained  from  mains  supplies  1  v/as  un¬ 
satisfactory  and  of  the  82  samples  obtained  fran  private  supplies  19  'V'/ere  un¬ 
satisfactory.

Occupiers  of  nev/  premises  to  which  the  Act  applied  were 
rec^uired  to  register  v/hen  they  v/ere  first  brought  into  use  after  the  1  st  -I'lay 
1964  v/hile  occupiers  of  existing  premises  v/ere  required  to  register  by  the 

31st  July, 1964, 


The  Act  in  general  and  it‘s  registration  provis^ions  in 
particular  received  anple  publicity  ^^nd  up  to  the '.31st  December.  1 9 o4  the 
total  number  of  premises  registered  together  with  the  number  of  persons 
employed  in  each  particular  class  are  set  out  in  Table  9, 
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In  view  of  the  fact  that  a  number  of  employers  will  be 
exempt  from  registration  on  various  grounds,  it  will  not  be  known  how  many  more 
premises  will  have  to  be  registered  until  a  detailed  survey  is  carried  out. 


The  staff  of  Inspectors  during  1964  consisted  of  i.lr  C.H, Watts, 
i-.br  C.P.Quantrell  and  myself,  Ilrs  L.  Lav/son  was  appointed  as  Clerk  /  Typist  in  the 
Department  and  commenced  her  duties  on  the  1st  October  1964,  Although  the 
Committee  agreed  in  principle  to  add  a  Pupil  Inspector  to  the  establishment  of 
the  Public  Health  Department  the  post  v/as  not  advertised  owing  to  the  fact  that 
the  proposed  training  course  at  Camborne  Technical  College  did  not  materialise,
